According to Fenne. mcfflt of the 
trouble occurring in gtored sweet 
p&latoes is b^ause of improper 
hahdUng of p^atoes at lime of 
ctt^ng, or improper storage. If 
they are bnilsed or get too cold 
or hot in storage ^y are suscept- 
ible to many disease organisms. 

But one of the main causes of 
trouble is thaimwoy growers do 
not clean itlwffirtori^ houses 
properly befora putting In the new 
Crop. Pieces of last year's pQtatoes, 
dirt, or other f(M«^ matter can 
haitkir dl^»ne causing organisms. 

One 1^ the itmt ways to prevent 
this type of trouble Is to sweep out 
the storage ro<Mns and then ^pray 
them. Use copper sulphate for the 
spray at the rate of five pounds 
of the material to 25 gallons of 
water. With a coarse spray, coye^ 
the walls and floors thoroughly. 

Proper handling in the field will 
eUmiiMte bruises. Care should be 
taken that the storage plsae will 
protect the potatoes from very 
extneme cold or hot weather-

Of these .'i.lOO resulted fiwn motor 
vehicle accidents, 3,.'«X) from work 
accidents, and 2,700 Yrom home ac- 
cidents. For every fatal accident 
about 85 farm residents were In- 
volved In a non-fatal accident. 
Nearly one out of every four fatal 
accidents occurred in the farm 
home. For every fatal accident in 
the farm homj? there were 148 non- 
fatal injuries. 

There are more wo'rk .ictidents 
fatalities in agriculture than in any 
other major Industry.

To those wijo ask, "Wliy une ' 
Umc?" Epperson explains: 

In some respeeta it Is the "lubri- 
cant to the aoir'^-lt Jceep* the I 
mechanism operating .smoothly. It | 
reduces toxicity (friction) of alumi- 
num and manganese In the soil. 
"Friction" Ih fui-ther reduced 
through Increased availability dl 
certain plant nutrients, particularly 
phosphorous. 

Ume lubricates the biologic 
meehani-sm of the soil, increa.^lng 
nitrogen fixation by legumes, ft 
also effects an incrv^ase In activity 
of the organisms that decompose 
organic matter. This is important 
since the Jjenefits derived from 
organic matter in tht» .««>il results 
primarily from Its decomposition. 

Thr-ough liming, oalclura ami 
magnesium, two of the elements 
needed in rather large amounts by 
plants, are added to the soil. These 
are need^ by plants as well as by 
mtero-organlsms which help le- 
gumes fix nitrogen and those which 
help decompose organic matter. 

To aid in determining your lime 
needs, take a soil sample today, 
Epperson advises. Soil sample 
boxes can be obtained at my of flee-

The Virginia Department of 
Agriculture reports that nearly 
half of the soybedfi' tested have a 
germination of leas than 85 per 
cent. In a hormal jour, very few 
lots of soybeans will have germina- 
tion this low. 

The poor germination Is a result 
of unu-sual weather condittons last 
fall. It cannot always be detected 
by looking at the seed. Many 'of the 
seed have very small hreak% and 
wrinkles on the seed coat, a result 
of weather damage. Soybeans in 
all areas of Virginia are affected. 

Soybean growers are urged to 
send a two-pound ivpresentatlve 
sample of the seed they intend to 
plant to the DIvL^lon of Plant

If you haven't top-dressed pa.s- 
tures yet, there is still time to do 
the job. "Top yielding pastures need 
adequate plant food. For orchard 
grass and iadino clover, or tall 
fescue and ladlno clover, iise from 
400 to 800 pounds per acre of 0-14-14, 
2-12-12, or 5-10-10 fertilizer. 

If a soil test shows the soil to 
be low In potasli, use a 0-10-20 or a 
3^*18 analysis fertUlxer at ithe 
same rate $a abmre, specialist ad- 
vi.<ies.

■iVASHINOTON — Denial of the 
right to a jury trial, which pend- 
ing civil rights legislation would 
eliminate In conti»mpt cases, was 
one of the major causes of the 
American Revolution, Sen. A. Willis 
RoJw^rtson (D.Va.) reminded the 
Senate Monday. 

Robertwm said that the reasons 
prompting denial of the rl^t in 
Colonial days was the fear of the 
Hrltls^h Crown that Colonial Juries 
would not convict those charged 
with violating the hated Stamp Act 
and the sugar Import duties. 

Similarly, Robertson declared, 
proponents of the civil rlj?^t» bills 
would remove the Jury trial fight 
In contempt proceedings through 
fear that Southern Juries would net 
convict a registrar who disobeyed 
a judge's order in a voting case- 
Hut, he declared: 

"If the attempt Is made by the 
federal government now to eon- 
.strict further the right of trial ^^n' 
Jury, as George ?II did nearly two 
centuries ago, you will find tlmu- 
sands of Virginians, and their fel- 
low btMlevers in . Constitutional 
llljerty in other states, ready again 
at every hazard to exert every 
faculty against usurpation of their 
fundamental rights." 

Roberti«Jn sudd, there al.'JO Is a 
parallel between the pending civil 
rights bills and the widespread 
use of injunctions by powerful 
corporations to prevent strikes by 
early labor unions. It was to cor- 
rect such ^ abuses, the Virginia 
Senator said, that Congress wrote 
Into the Claytbn Act and the 
Korris-LaCiUardIa Act specific pro- 
visions protecting the rljj^t of jui^ 
trial In labor disputes. 

One of the most outspoken de- 
fenders of this right at that time, 
Rol>ertsnn said, was B^manuel 
Celler, Chtflrman of the House 
Judlciarv Committee that reported 
the 1957 cIvJl rights bill. 

"It seems to me," Robertion said, 
"that the very same arguments 
which were made to |»tss these 
acts, to give to parties Involved Ih 
labor disputes a Jury trial after 
violation of the court's Injimctlon, 
should he heetlc<l by lho.se who 
will not now listen to arguments 
defending the identical right where 
It atrMdy exists."

As every ffiod cook klKMir^ thia 
pungent, potent spice m«H«s Its 
fragrant, palate^xhlllaratlng con- 
tribution to every de|Mirttnent of 
the menu. Cloves flavor meat^, 
gravies, pickled and cooked fruits, 
baked ^ds, desserts, cochlea and 
candle^. \ 

Nor does the clove's busy-ness 
stop In the culinary world. Clove 
oil, distilled from the clove buds. 
Is the l)asls for many a fabulous 
French perfume (In this guise It 
smells ilka carnations), and It sup- 
plies the delicate aroma of certain 
cxpcasive cigarettes arwl pipe 
tobacco blends. Medically, It's a 
goo«l antiseptic, and a tefrjporary 
qupller of toothaches. 

Back in China's Han period (520 
B.C.) dloves were ktiown as the 
"chicken tongue spice" because 
courtiers approaching the emper- 
or's throne were required to hoW 
cloves under their tcwngues so that 
their breaths would be sweet. This 
probably gave the gentlemen's 
mouths a chickefl-Mll took. 

The word "clove" comes from 
the French "clou," meaning nail 
which Is what the spice looks like. 
The ck>ve is actually the dried, 
unopened bud of an evergreen tre* 
of the myrtle .jhmlly. 

Clove buds, which consist of the 
little ball of imexpanded peuis, 
gripped byfour tiny pronfp, must 
be picked by hand one at a time, 
and at exactly the right degree of 
maturity. The buds grow In clu-sters 
of 10 to oO heads on a maip stem 
and are harvested twtee a year. 
Since It takes from 4,000 to 7,000 
buds to nmke one pounds of spice 
the nwmber of man hours Involved 
in picking,, sorting and drying la 
prodigious.

Becliuse the gross return of an 
acre of soybeans is much lese ttwm 
the crops such as corn, any iweed 
control pjacilcc must be reiathre^ 
cheap. 

Several herbicides have shown 
good performance of soybeans, but 
the cost per acre on aome of thew 
has made them impractical for 
wUle usage. Some growers haVe 
used 2-4D as a pre-emergence herbi- 
cide, but cr<^ tolerence is rather 
critical under certain soil and mois- 
ture conditions.

(quoting tlK. Federal Trade Com- 
mlsjilon, the erlltorn list two widely- 
used price practices to guard 
agalnM: 

Prctlcfcetlng; The manufacturer 
tags goods at an lnflate<f price, and 
lf> fix It firmly In the customer's 
mind advertise?! It widely on TV or 
Jb nattonal magazines.

Annther form of pretlcketlng oc- 
curs when the dealer himself at- 
taches an inflated price tag with- 
out the manufacturer's connivance.

The phtmy fJouhle price tag has 
spread Into virtually every mer- 
chandi.se fi-ald, the edltor.s note, 
li\)t it prohaijiy is worst in sale.s 
of watches and Jewelry, mattre.'?se.s, 
sm.all appliances, TV sets, furs, 
furniture and other hou.sehold 
gnnds. 

Twofor-one sale; This Is a varia- 
tion of the douhlc price lag. So l.s 
ihf •'one<:ent sale" that offers a 
second Item for a penny when the 
regular price Is paid for the first. 

The catch may be that the re- 
tailer U using ' the inflated list 
price as the "ix-gular" price during 
the sale,, even though he usually 
sells the item below list. So the 
sale price Isn't the bargain It 
seems. 

To make dollars really go further, 
the editors advLse the following 
shopping practices: 

Ignore the higher price on a

Judge value liy the actual cell- 
ing price. The test of value Is not 
what the article used to cost, or 
what a retailer claims Is its worth.

Fl'iCk to name-brand goods. An

Boat Registration 
Appliieations at 
Post Ctffice April 1 

The Post Office Department will 
begin th^ actApfmg of applications 
from owneri of boats of more Ulan 
10 horsepower which are not yet 
numbered unAer ih<? Federal Boat- 
ing Act of lOTft, on April i, 1 MO. 
Application forma will be available 
at post offices in those states 
which have not yet adopted their 
own numbering systems. 

"Hie completed application form 
and a t3.00 fee must be filed with 
the Post Office. At that time the 
upper portion of the two-part Fed- 
eral Boating stamp will be attached 
to a temporary certificate and re- 
turned to the applicant as proof of 
compliance with the law until such 
time as the application has been 
processed. 

The lower portion of t"he stamp 
affixed to the completed applica- 
tion will he sent to the Coast Guard 
by the Post Office. After processing, 
a f^rmanent pwked size Certifi- 
cate of Number Ivill i)e Issued the 
bodt owner on an crnhr)s.se(l plastic 
card. 

There are to be two denomina- 
tions. The $3.00 Boating .stamp, in 
blue, will cover the filing of a 
completed application and will be 
valid for a three year period. A 
red Si. 00 Boating stamp will tover 
charges for the reissuance of a lost 
or destroyed Certificate of Number. 

William K. Scbrage of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing designed 
the stamps- Charles A. Brooks 
I engrave the vignette and Matthew 
D. Fenton the oMsament. The tint 
was rtone by William R. Bumell 
and the outline frame, denomina- 
tions and the word "Stub" by 
Robert J. Jones.

I have been a^ked by several of 
the farmepg in the county to write 
a brief Ktory about thp l»iO Wheat 
FertUlcatlon Dernonatration that we 
mm conducting. Thin demonHtratlon 
haa created a great deal of Interaxt 
amoM all »niall grain producers, 
•^ nrtlllEer representatives. 

Cooperating in tbto demonatra- 
ti«m are: L-J. Furlough, on whose 
fann the demonstration in being 
inducted; Dr. S. F- Thornton, of 
Royster Guano Compan;y, who hag 
fumliihed the complete fertiliser; 
W. T. Townsend, agronoml.it for 
the Arcadian Nitrogen OlvUlon, 
who supplied thf liquid nitrogen; 
and Irvln .McClanan, of the Farm- 
ers Fertilizer and Seetl C^f^ra- 
tion, who applied the nitron. 

The purpose of the demdnstratjon 
iR to ilemonatrute the proper and 
reoommentied practices of wheat 
fertlllKatlon. We wl«h to further 
demonstrate that greater and more 
economical yleldn of noybeans can 
b^ received by proper fertilization 
of the prececdlng wheat crop. 

In thl8 tiemonstration there aM 
five plots, each hH acres in Kize.

The farmer who "dlverslb--- — 
who has more than one money- 
making farm operation— JWlH have 
le.^s trouble With ups and downs 
of his Income, says Rconomlst 
Haul Ho*;pner. 

This fa<'t Is pointed up in a 
report from Minnesota. Unepner 
.says. He }tr)inls out that while 
variation exluta Iwtwwri .Minne- 
thataoia and Vli^lpla conditions, 
the work has Interest In this state. 

After rvmoving Individual dif- 
ferences between farmers, theMlnt 
nesota test results •th^w variation 
In Ini^me attribiited to risk. It 
was found that dairy farmers had 
less variation in their Income than 
hog p«>ducers. 

Dairymen had an average gross 
income of $4,875. In two out of 
three years this Income t^uld bf 
expected to fluctuate by m per- 
cent, or fall between $3,120 and 
$8,«30. H<^ producers had an 
average of $8,854. but with a 42 
percent fluctuation. Their Income 
could be expected to be between 
$3^3 and ^,733 In two-thirds of 
the years. 

There was* less relative yarlatlon 
In Income on a diversified dairy 
^nd hog operation that there was 
for one specializing In either dairy 
or hogs. A 65 percent dairy and 
35 percent hog operation prmluckl 
an average grt>.ss income of $,flfl8 
and bad a minimum fluctuation of 
32 percent. * 

The diversified income could be 
expected to fall Ijetween $.3,4.'>2 and

This will amount, to aljout 
three pounds pei- acre. During the 
second moT>th, the corn [jJant will 
absorbe .'J5 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre, ' and 68 pounds during the 
third month. Tlie fourth month, 
the corn plant will absorb about 
17 pounds of nitrogen. This adds 
up to ^ total ni ('(I of 143 pounds 
of nitrogen p«'r acre, to pr«)duce 
an average of lofl InisSels of corn. 
This indicates to us. that In order 
to do a good jol) of fertilizing your 
crop, you should apply a complete 
fertilizer at planting time that Is 
low in nhroR'n and high In phos- 
phate ami potash. This would mean, 
generallv, an ;iii;ilvsis .vuch as 
2-12-12 or 31.H-l,s. The additional 
nitrogen needed should Iw applied 
as a side drcsshig at the last culti- 
vation.
